Chances are you've 
never heard of him, but 
the name might be a bit 
of a giveaway. For the 
boy from Arbroath went 
on to become respon 
sible for setting up the 
mightiest car-making 
empire in the world. 

David was born on 
September 17, 1854 at 
26 Green Street and 
emigrated to Detroit 
two years later with his 
parents. As a young 
adult, David made a 
small fortune by invent 
ing a process for bind: 
ing porcelain to tron to 
make white bath tubs, Then he found his real 
passion in life, cars. In 1902 David founded 
the Buick Manufacturing Company and began 
designing his own car 

Just one year later his first car rolled off the pro: 
duction line with and asking price of 1200 dollars, 
small fortune in those days. 

Although he was the craftsman behind the car, 
things really took off when businessman William 
C. Durant came on board as general manager. 

Buick'’s belief that each car was.a unique in- 
vention was at odds with Durant’ desire f 
mass production, so in 1906 at the
